When the people of a free nation refuse to believe 
the truth about their country because of their misguided, 
compassionate liberalism it doesn’t take long for all of 
those feeding at the public trough, and the politicians to 
find it out. So a combination of minorities is forged, such 
as various ethnic or labor groups, or others with special 
interests such as welfare recipients and government em¬ 
ployes to force the unorganized and lazy majority into a 
lower standard of living, while the minroity lives high on 
the hog. 

So that is why federal salaries are going up much 
faster than inflation. Inflation for those on federal sal¬ 
aries is a money maker for them. Inflation for those not 
on public payrolls is money loser for them. 

Tax Foundation Inc., has just revealed that $6 billion 
t$64 thousand million 1 was paid to federal employees in 
1973. Next year it will go up to $70 billion. This is more 
than 50 per cent of all income tax collections. 

In the last 11 years federal employees have had 13 
salary increases; eight increases since 1968. From 1962 
to 1972 federal employees raises were 88 per cent. Private 
employee raises in the same period were 66 per cent. The 
consnumer price index rose 38 per cent. 

The heart of inflation is excess government spend¬ 
ing at all levels. State and local governments are fol¬ 
lowing the same pattern. 

Last week there were many local elections and there 
were many bond issues on the various ballots. Some failed 
and some passed. One that past interested me a' great 
deal. It was in a small community and was for street im¬ 
provements to cost $370,000. This was a 30 year bond with 
6 ><2 per cent interest per year. The interest will amount 
to over $300,000, or $670,000 in ne w bond debt. 

Only 98 voters voted on this bond issue, 32 against and 
68 for. The 68 who voted for it put a $22,000 new mort¬ 
gage on the property of every registered voter in the 
eommunity numbering about 300. More than 200 voters 
did not. vote at all. 

I would wager that the average home in this com¬ 
munity is not worth over $22,000. I would further wager 
that this community will Become a ghost town. But w hat 
the hell, it' might turn out to be the finest tumbleweed 
sanctuary in the entire western world. 

The coming June ballot will be loaded with new bond 
issues and tax raises. The yes voters will swarm to the 
polls. The AWOL’s will get no amnesty. 


Life has never been easy, 
and it doesn’t promise to 
blossom into a paradise for 
quite srmelime. Put no mat¬ 
ter how touch the going 
gets, vve are confident the 
American people will pull 
through. Th n brand - new 
pages of vet another year 
have barely been creased, 
and while the storv it ha.s 
yet to fell will rsot be with¬ 
out unhappy moments, sure¬ 
ly the U.S system of free

The eternal verity that all good things must be paid 
for somehow, by someone, is ilustrated in the continuing 
rise in Social Security taxes. 

When Congress completed the new SS package which 
became low on January 3, it provided an 11 per cent 
increase in benefits during 1974 for some 29 million re¬ 
tired persons - rich, poor and in between. However, the 
no w $772 maximum Social Security tax on employees 
(matched by employeers) probably will exceed the federal 
income tax bite on more than half of some 80 million in¬ 
dividual returns this year, Tax Foundation, Inc. estimates. 

The private research organization cites Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service fgiures showing that this new maximum ex¬ 
ceeds the average of federal income taxes paid on all 
returns with income up to $15,000, or 85 per cent of re¬ 
turns in 1971. 

The new levy will affect all workers with incomes 
over $10,800, with those earning $13,200 or more feeling 
hte full brunt of the rise, TF says. However, it is the 
families whose income is less than $13,200 — which means 
most families — will find their Social Security tax ex¬ 
ceeding their federal income tax. Tax Foundation esti¬ 
mates the former at $409.50, the latter at $406. 

Evidently, Tax Foundation concludes, the overall rise 
in benefits must be more persuasive than the concomitant 
rise in taxes. Including this year’s increase, benefits will 
have risen 68.5 per cent for the January 1970-July 1, 1974 
period, which no doubt was a factor in the Senate’s 65-0 
approval of the latest Social Security benefit-tax measure:

approaching completion of 
the lens and machinery for 
the 100-inch telescope which 
is to be added to the equip¬ 
ment of the Carnegie solar 
observatory on the mountain 
top. Some of the castings 
measure twelve feet across, 
and are ponderous in weight, 
requiring a huge tnotor truck 
to carry them. The mount¬ 
ings for the present 60-inch 
telescope wore transported 
to the mountain top with ex¬ 
treme difficulty over the old 
road, some of. the turns 
being very .short. The turns 
will be made roomy enough 
for a car with a 150-onch 
wheel base without backing. 
Parts of the new telescope 
will necessarily be much 
larger than those of the 60- 
inch instrument. To make 
the road still safer a two- 
foot shoulder will be con¬ 
structed' along its outer 
edge.

Editors .note: William G.

The questions ho 
answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
daily by his office In calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. I saw an ad for a gad¬ 
get you can install on your 
car which is suposed to im¬ 
prove your gas mileage by 
as much as 50 per cent. At 
the same time, the ad says, 
it will reduce exhaust pol¬ 
lution and generally im¬ 
prove the onginers per 
formance. Can this be for 
real? 

A. There is a joke making 
ihe rounds that if all the 
gas-saving devices current¬ 
ly being advertised really 
worked the way the ads 
claim, drivers would be pull¬ 
ing into service stations ask¬ 
ing to have the excess gas 
taken out of their tanks. 

No, 1 would not count un 
the claims for any of the 
current crop of gas-saving 
gadgets. I know of no device 
that has improved gas mile¬ 
age by fifty per cent in con 
trolled laboratory testing. 

In cases recently investi¬ 
gated by the Better Business 
Bureau, the proof offered by 
manufacturers tor these 
mileage claims consisted of 
testimonials from satisfied 
customers. This evidence 
may show the claims are 
valid for individual cars in

but it proves nothing about 
what will happen to your 
own mileage. 

If you want to take a 
chance on one of these gad¬ 
gets, be sure to check first 
with the state Air Resources 
Board to be sure you will 
not be violating pollution 
control laws by installing 
the device on your ear. 

The ARB has tested most 
of these devices and has 
ruled that some of them 
may not legally be installed 
on 1971 or later model cars 
because they .interfere with 
ihe smog control systems. 

Q. I have been writing 
poetry for several years. My 
friends say I should pub¬ 
lish my poems i.n a book, 
but I have never gotten 
around ot it because I do 
not know anything about 
•book publishing. 

Recently, I answered an 
advertisement by a publish¬ 
er asking for manuscripts. 
On further investigation, I 
found that the firm wants 
me to advance the money 
for publishing my book. 

Is it a good idea to pub¬ 
lish a bock in this way? 
How can I get a publisher 
to pay me for my poems in¬ 
stead of my paying him? 

A. Subsidy book publishers 
make their profits on pay¬ 
ments by authors. For this 
reason, they are willing to 
accept manuscripts even if 
they are not saleable. 

You should not expect to 
make money or beeo m e 
famous through publication 
of your book by a subsidy 
publisher. What you can ex¬ 
pect is a limited edition of 
an attractive volume which 
you may enjoy distributing 
to your friends and display¬ 
ing on your library shelf. 

If you prefer to submit 
your manusrclpt to a regular 
publishing company, you 
may bo able to obtain a con¬ 
tract for royalties. The mar¬ 
ket for books of poetry, how¬ 
ever, is very small 

Check with your public 
library for a copy of Writer’s 
Market, a directory of pub¬ 
lishing firms
